Without legislation of this sort 
the position of the alfen-in the 
United States would ‘be most 
peculiar, and would 
become a scource of dissattsfac- 
tion and complaint. Men of for- 
eign birth who have become cit- 
izens or taken their first papers 
would naturally resent the untai- 
tness of an arrangement ‘by 
which their enterprise would be 
penalized. Inability to require

On its face, a report from 
the s)¢cial “commiss Oner .on food 
to the minister of labor seems 
th y. to condemn Sit J 8 
rb avelic, head of Impe: 

unitiony board, It appears that. 
a compatiy of - which Sir Jose . 
is. the head, made a gross profit 
of five millions last year im han- 
dling of bacon; that, the business 


in Canada is a practical mono- 


poly, and that only one other 
company is interested in it, this 
other company haying made a 
gross profit of about a million 
and a half, 

Unless ,the Flavelle company is 
able to put up an unexpectedly 
good defence it will, surely be 
declared guilty by the people of 
Canada, who have apparently 
been robied of an immense a- 
mount ‘of hard earned‘ cash by its 
operations in an important food 
supply. Nor will it be possible 
for Sr Joseph Flavelle to es- 
capt the condemnation that is 
visited upon the concern of which 
he is the head. It has been an- 
nounced in a semi-official way 
that the Dominion government 
will get after the food profiteers 
and. see that the money they 
have taken from the people ts 
handed inta the treasury for the 
purposes of the war. We should 
hope so. Andyit will be well for 
the government to lose no . time 
getting about this business. 
There has been too much delay 
already. 

It is absurd to imagine that 
all big interests in Canada are 
thoroughly’ patriotic with respect 
to the profits they make as a 
result of the war. The individ- 
ual or government foolish enough 
to believe this is due for a rude 
awakening. No doubt there has 
keen profiteering throughout the 
country at the éxpense of the 
people ever since the war start- 
ed. What the people have lost 
cannot be recovered but at least 
that 
there is no more robbery. 

Judgement of the Flavelle com- 
pany to be fair must await such 
defence as the company sees fit to 
make to’ the charge the govern- 
ment official has preferred. !n 
the government 
may prokably assume that there 
are others not above suspicion 
and get after them. 


For Poultry Raisers 


At, the present time when ¢ro- 
wing chicks are attaining an 
age of from “one month to ten 
weeks, a disease (known as Coc- 
idiosis) affecting the liver and 
towels, is causing considerable 
losses. The disorder according 
to Dr. Wickware of the experim- 
ental Farm is quite prevalent 
throughout Canada and is prob- 
ably responsible for many deaths 
at present time attributed to 
White diarrhoea. The disease 1s 
caused by a small egg shaped 
germ which inhabits the Arst 
portion and Llind pouches of the 
bowels. It produces  infkamma- 
tion of the towels and liver, the 
blind pouches showing the most 
marked alteration. ‘Ihe chanyes 
in the latter may vary from a 
filling up with a rcddish granul 
ar looking mass of — solt consist 
ency to hard cores composed — of 
lining cells blood, etc. The liver 
may show changcs varying ftom 


a fairly normal appearance — to 
large areas of a yellow -olor 
which when cut into show a 


chcese-like centre. 
SYMPTOMS:—The chicks ap- 
pear dull and isolate themselves 
from the remainder usually rem 
aining in the hover or under the 
hen. The feathers Leing ruffled, 
wings droop; appetite is lost and 
occasionally the chicks will pive 
utterance to shrill cry, usually 
when trying. to pass material 
from the bowels. A white dis 
charge is usually present! althou 
gh gt may be rather reddish in 
color and the vent may become 
pasted with the material discha 
reed. These are the prominent 
symptoms in typical cases but 
chicksymay also le tadly affected 
and exhibit no outward appear 
of disease until death suddenly 
takes place. 
TREATMENT:—Treatment con 
sists, of dissolving fifteen grains 
cf powdcred Catechu in a gallon 
cf drinking water. This should 
te kept constantly in front of 
the chicks and should Le chan ed 
every two days 
PREVENTION 
sists in the Molation of all ail 
ing chicks from the remainder of 
the flock and the thorough dis 
infection of all the quarters and 
runs, which may Le accomplished 
by the application of a limewash

The feeding, troughs should 
be cleansed . daily by scalding 


with scaldingand boiling water 

and special care taken to pre- 
vent’ the chicks from getting 
their feet either in the feeding 
utensils or drinking fountains as 
the ‘disease is transmitted from 
bird to bird in thisway. The 
floor of the  brooder houses 
should be covered with a coating 
composed of nine parts of sand 
and one part of air slaked lime, 


and if the droppings are not 
removed daily, they should at 
least be . mixed with air 


flaked lime to insure proper dis- 
afection. If the runs are not 
too jlarge, it is also advisable 
to cover them with a thin coat- 
ing of the above mentioned lime 
and either: spade or plough them 
up. The. chicks should be kept 
away from all adult fowls and 
carcasses of dead. birds immed- 
iatly- burned as buryinz only 
serves to keep the infection go- 
ing from year to year.

The counter, tevolution Fl 
China, in favor of monarchy, has 
its lessott’ fot republics » evety-. 
where. When the monarchy Was 
overthrown four ‘-years mgo, the 
revolutionists were ted by Stn 
Yat Sen, who could have been 
elected the first president of the 
new republic. Sun is a economic 
expert, as well as a thorotigh 
student of political tscierice, He 
knew that to make people feally 
free they must have, economic as 


well as political freedom. He 
aimed to establish true free- 
dom .by releasing the land of 


China from the grasps of private 
monopolists. 

But there ws a readtionary 
element, . willing enough to con- 
cede to all the ottward forms of 
free institutions, but willimg to 
concede the right to use of the 
earth. Sun Yat Sen felt that 
he might establish free political 
conditions first, and get econom- 
ic freedom afterward. 50 he un- 
selfishly abandoned his chance to | 
isecome president, that the reac. | 
tionary Yuan Shi Kai might ac- 
cept that office and thus bind 
himself and party to recognition 
of the republic. - But 
tionaries uscd their lease of po- 
wer to block economic reform. 
As a result the people were as 
improviscd and oppressed under 
the so-called republic as under 
the monarchy. And naturally 
many who had looked for Letter 
conditions under the new order 
were disappointed and discusted 
That they should feel indifferent 
now either to foreign invasion or 
counter-revolution is not surpris- 


ing. ; 
Possibly the Russian revolut- 
tionists will take learning from 


this occurrence. They, too, real- 
ize the need ,of overthrowing 
land monopoly, and are being 


met by the specious plea that 
they must not try to get too 
much at once. Yet if the Rus- 


sian republic refuses to free the 
land to the Russian people, it 
will pave the way for return of 
the, czar to power. Bul let it 
abolish poverty throughout, the 
country—as it can by abolishing 


the chief cause of it, land mono- |,
